Hoover died on May 2, was un 
der stress in recent days as i 
result of an airplane hijacking 
in which he commanded 
agents to shoot out the tires o 
a Southern Airways jet in Or 
lando, Fla.

Hushen initially reported 
that Gray had a history of ab- 
dominal troubles, starting 
with a ruptured appendix in 
World War II, but he latei 
said Gray had not been both- 
ered by abdominal troubles 
following his wartime opera- 
tion.
